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o here’s something: On April 22, City Councilmen Darrell 
Clarke and Bll Greenlee introduced BillNo. 100267, which 
would encumber event promoters with a slew of new require- 
ments and restrictions. In the words of one promoter, “It's chilling.” 

U nder the proposed rules, promoters would have to apply for a 
permit from the Philadelphia PoDce Department(PPD)30 days 
before every single event — meaning if you promote a weekly chib 
night, that’s 52 permit applications per year. More than just 
a bureaucratic nightmare, this would all but abolish last-minute 
shows or pickup parties. These applications would have to include 
detailed security plans, die promoter's business-privilege-license 
number, the venue’s capacity and the expected crowd. Perhaps most 
importantly, the bill would hold promoters liable for the actions 
of the crowds atthe events they promote. 

Additionally, the bill requires that every permit application 
include a copy of the contract between the venue and the promoter 
— in effect; making rental prices and rates for each individual 
promoter a matter of public record. To make matters worse, the 
cops can deny a permit for any reason and without explanation 
up to 10 days before the event — which could devastate businesses 
that fronted costs, to say nothing of destroying the credibility of 
those trying to book events. 

“We're not trvingto stop people from having a good time or 



diose responsible for creating good times from making money,” says 
Greenlee, who wants Council to pass the legislation by June. “We just 
have to think about the communities surrounding these locations 
where a number of events have gotten out of control in the past. 
All events should have regulations in place.” 

The bill is necessary, he says, because of event-driven disrup- 
tions throughout the city — an oversold event at the Comcast 
Center, for instance, in which kids flooded the streets and side-

Then there are Philly’s police-immigrant policies. As City Paper 
previously reported (News, “ICE Cold, “Daniel Schwartz, Aug 
19, 2009), Secure Communities. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement’s latest effort to identify and deport undocumented 
immigrants, arrived in Philadelphia last summer, implemented 
at the state level. The program grants ICE access to local police 
arrest records, effectively making a PPD arrest the first step toward 




deportation for an undocumented immigrant. What's more, 
Polce Commissioner Charles Ramsey signed off on a sepa- 
rate agreement with ICE in 2008 that connects Philly's Preliminaiy 
Arraignment System (PARS), which contains detailed records of 
PPD arrests and evidence, with the feds’ immigration records. This 
has brewed distrust among Philly’s immigrant communities: After 
all, if immigrants are worried about getting deported, they’re less 
likely to cooperate with cops investigating actual crimes. 

And this brings us to last Thursday afternoon at 20 th and Market 
streets, where some 100 Philadelphians gathered outside U.S. 

Sen. Robert P. Casey Jr.'s office, demanding that he take a stand 
on comprehensive immigration reform. Amid chants in Spanish, 
Regan Cooper oft lie Pennsylvania Immigration and Citizenship 
Coalition (PICO grabbed a bullhom:“We believe Senator Casey's 
heart is in the right place when it comes to immigration reform, but 
he hasn't taken a public stance, and we need him start fighting 
so that people like the Arizona legislators and Metcalfe don't take 
immigration reform into their own hands.” 

Casey wasn't there; one of his staffers came downstairs to politely 
tell the crowd that the senator“just didn’t have enough information 
to make a stance yet.” Jen Rock, co-leader of the New Sanctuary 
Movement, handed her a bundle of fliers and press releases. 

"Well, hopefully, we’re giving it to you now.” 

THIS WEEK IN KABLETOWN 

When a U.S Appeals Court ruled last month that the Federal 
Communications Commission(FCC)had no authority to stop 
Comcast from interfering with subscribers’ ability to access peer-to- 
peer network applications, we freaked out a little: Philadelphia's 
biggest corporation wants to be able to control how you access the 
Internet, and a court had just ruled that the FCC couldn't stop it. 

The ramifications were huge. As University ofNebraska -Lincoln 
cyber-law expert Marvin Ammorl put it on The Huffington Post 
May 3, if the FCC didn't reassert its authority on net neutrality, 
“There is almost no list of “horribles' that are not fair game.” 

Among the possibilities: Comcast, Am mori wrote, could “block 
your tweets, if you criticize Comcast's service or its merger, espe- 
cially if you use the KComcastSucks hashtag.” Another “Block 
your vote to consumeiist.com, when you vote Comcast the worst 
company in the nation. No need for such traffic to get through.” 
Scared yet? Try this: “If you create a small online business and hit 
it big; threaten to block your business unless you share one-third 
or more of all your revenues with them.” 

This is precisely the thing that net neutrality advocates fear 
— and why a regulatory framework that would prevent tele- 
coms from dictating what you can do on the Internet is so 
necessary. Good news! Last Thursday, FCC Chairman Julius 
Genachowski detailed his plans to to force telecoms to play fair 
while promising not to over-regulate. Net neutrality advocates 
and 13 major tech companies, including Google and Amazon, 
cheered Genachowski's announcement Comcast? Not so much. 

Joseph Waz, Comcast’s senior vice president for external affairs, 
complained at a Stanford University conference that the FCC's 
policy was “scary” and “opens the door to the entire heavy burden of 
regulation." According to CNETNews,he suggested that more law- 
suits were in the offing. Of course they are.

AS A N ICE Jewish boy. I've never asked a nun to be my rabbi. But 
as oil spreads from the Gulf I find myself sliding into despair. So if 
someone can steady my soul. I don't care about their creds. 

Fortunately. Sister Maty Elizabeth Clark has great experience 
ministering to those with environmental angst — that sick feeling 
of being a powerless accomplice in the planet’s destruction. 

Mary Elizabeth practices her earthcare (as she puts it) at the 
newly refurbished Sisters of St. Joseph (SSJ)Earth Center, on the 
campus of Chestnut Hill College. The center is housed in a small 
stone chapel that’s a replica of the legendary Holy House ofLoieto. 
Its soaringDoric pillars double as downspouts that sluice waterto 
a rain cistern. And, as Mary Elizabeth proudly explains, it’s heated 
and cooled geo therm ally. 

Here, Mary Elizabeth collaborates with all sorts ofreligions and 
tribes: Presbyterians. Quakers, Jews and the Lenape. A former 
Washington lobbyist for social justice, she connects sustainability 
with spirituality in an ecumenical way, scrubbed of dogma. 

Hers is a worldly order, in many senses. Like many Sisters of St. 
Joseph. Mary Elizabeth dresses in street clothes. These women 
also have (one might say) a habit of independence, having recently 
been chastised for their public support of the healthcare bill.

I on prime-time television in recent weeks, May 18 is elec- 
tion day in the commonwealth of Pennsylvania. And yes, 
you should vote; democracies don't function well in the 
absence of an engaged citizenry. But we get it: You're not 
like us. We get paid to care about elections and politics. You 
have more important tilings to worry about — paying the rent, 
for instance. 

We understand, and we're here to help. We've spent the last 
few months studying the politicians — reading their press 
releases and position papers, following their Twitter wars, 
examining their financial reports, separating the proverbial 
wheat from chaff — and issues that will impact this city and this 
state in the years to come. So, in the pages that follow, you'll find 
some recommendations to help you navigate Tuesday's ballot. 

A quick note: We have neither the space nor inclination to be 
comprehensive. Instead, we’re focusing on the big ones — gover- 
nor, U.S. Senate, U.S. House and the four citywide referendums. 
And because this is Philadelphia — where there are, what, 1 1 
Republicans — we'll focus on the Democrats. (The Republican 
races are uninteresting, anyway: Gubernatorial candidate Tom 
Corbett, Senate aspirant Pat Toomey and U.S. Rep. Jim Gerlach 
have their party's nominations all but locked down.) 

Here's how it worked: The City Paper editorial board — Pub- 
lisher Paul Curci, Editor in Chief Brian Howard, Senior Editor 
Patrick Rapa, News Editor Jeffrey C. Billman and staff writers 
Isaiah Thompson and Holly Otterbein — invited candidates 
down to our Old City offices for an interview. All but U.S. Sen. 
Arlen Specter accepted. (You can listen to those interviews at 
citypaper.net . ) And, after a period of study and introspection, 
the editorial board members gathered at a local watering hole, 
had a few beers, argued a bit, came to blows once or twice and 
finally reached a consensus. And then — though no one exactly 
remembers how or why — we created a mascot. Election Kitty. 
Listen to her. 

But this election package isn't just about telling you how to 
vote. We also dig into campaign finance reports (p. 10), a move- 
ment to encourage more Keystone women to run for office (p. 12), 
undcr-lhe-radar legislative races (p. 14) and the, um, more 
eccentric candidates dueling for positions they have almost no 
chance of winning (p. 16). 

Let's get started, shall we?

VOTE FOR DAN ONORATO 

The best of a good bunch for governor. 



P ennsylvania Democrats, you have a decision to make: 
All four candidates for governor bring to bear consid- 
erable individual insights and charms, yet none is 
what you’d consider a household name. 

The leading Democrat, according to polls, is 
Allegheny County Executive Dan Onorato, a man not all that 
different from the man he hopes to succeed, Gov, Ed Rendell, 
(This is, for the record, a plus and minus.) But even a week out 
from primary day, those same polls show a high percentage of 
undecideds. Onorato is the favorite, but the ball game isn’t over. 
Auditor General Jack Wagner, running on his finely hewed, 
almost encyclopedic knowledge of the state budget, professes 
confidence. Montgomery County Commissioner Joe I loeffel, the 
race’s outspoken liberal, hopes to ride his progressive positions 
on social issues and taxation to Harrisburg. State Sen. Anthony 
Williams, who has the support of the Philadelphia Democratic 
City Committee and Mayor Michael Nutter, has benefited 
from a well-financed ad campaign despite his late entry into the 
race, in February. Each has qualities we would like to see in the 
state’s next governor. And indeed, if we could construct a sort of 
Voltron from the four of them — Hoeffel's fearless progressiv- 
isra, Williams’ grasp of urban issues, Wagner’s wealth of ideas, 
Onorato’s resume of executive leadership, hardscrabble self-con- 
fidence and charisma — we would . Alas, that is not an option. 

By the process of elimination, then, City Paper endorses Dan 
Onorato for governor. 

While we admire Williams' advocacy on behnlf of inner cit- 
ies and inner-city schools, we find his reliance on vouchers as a 
panacea somewhat naive. More importantly, we find one aspect 
of his campaign particularly distasteful: It has been funded 
heavily by three Bala Cynwyd investment-fund managers who, 
Williams says, support his stand on school choice and thus gave 
him $1.5 million. Asked about this, Williams is almost dismis- 
sive of the implications of deep-pocketed interests bankrolling a 
campaign. In a state in which legislators are frequently hit with 
corruption charges, this bias*: attitude does not bode well. 

While ideologically, we share many of Hoeffel's views, particu- 
larly on social and taxation issues — this state’s record on gay 
rights is particularly embarrassing, and its tax structure needs 
fundamental change — as well as his positions on drilling in the 
Marcellus Shale (he backs a high severance tax and a morato- 
rium on drilling in state forest land, and pledges not to take gas 
money), we doubt Hoeffel's ability to make those changes hap- 
pen if he wins in November. Hoeffel can come off a bit too profes- 
sorial — like that smart, engaging social-studies teacher whom 



everyone loved but no one feared in high school — and lacking 
the intrinsic toughness necessary to herd the Capitol’s ever devi- 
ous and hostile cats, no matter his good intentions. 

If Hoeffel is the beloved but unfeared teacher, Wagner is the 
economics instructor whose classroom turned into a spitball war 
whenever his back was turned. A nice guy, to be sure. But he can, 
at times, seem a substitute for Ambien. He is a technocrat who 
speaks like an accountant; that said, his knowledge of how the 
state spends (and wastes) money is second to none. His proposed 
constitutional convention is long overdue. His plans for slicing 
the size of the legislature, getting rid of single-bidder contracts 
and creating a scholarship program to make college more acces- 
sible for high school students, funded with table-games money, 
are vital to the state's future. If everyone listened to his ideas, this 
state would be much better off. But does he have the political will 
to make Harrisburg listen? As with Hoeffel, we’re not convinced. 

By contrast, Dan Onorato’s persona oozes vigor and confidence 
— in a word, leadership. Onorato was down in the trenches, over- 
seeing Pittsburgh’s remarkable resurgence. Certainly, Onorato 
will claim more credit than he deserves. But the fact is, Pittsburgh 
is no longer teetering on the edge. It has a lower unemployment 
rate than both the nation and the state. (Last month, Forbes 
declared Pittsburgh the country’s most livable city,) On the big 
issues, there's not much daylight between Onorato and his fellow 
Democrats: He pledges to push for LGBTQ anti-discrimination 
laws and to allow local governments to regulate handguns. He 
promises not to mess with the state’s abortion laws, though he is 
personally anti-abortion. He proposes a moratorium on leasing 
state forest land for drilling, and plans to use the severance tax to 
re-fund the Department of Environmental Protection. 

His line on spending — of all state programs, everything is 
potentially on tire chopping block except early-childhood educa- 
tion and a cost study of the state’s education system — gives

oney talks — and big money talks 
loud — in Pennsylvania. Our state is 
one of only 12 with no limits on indi- 
vidual campaign contributions.

President Obama used small donations to win his scat.

Compare that to state 
Sen. Anthony Williams, who received $0 in donations of 
less than $50 in the same period, but raised more than 
four times as much money as Hoeffel. Though Hoeffel 
says he’s the only true liberal in the race, some of his 
biggest donors also invest in Republicans. Horsham 
611 LP, which has historically donated to conservatives, 
gave Hoeffel $15,000. Nan Sweeney, who gave Attorney 
General Tom Corbett $12,000, invested $10,000 in 
Hoeffcl’s campaign . If elected, keep an eye on how 
Hoeffel grapples with transportation, infrastructure 
and pension issues: Radnor law firm BarrowayTopaz 



Kessler Meltzer & Check bestowed Hoeffel with 
$11,000; their clients include Pennsylvania pensions 
and the Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission. 

■ ANTHONY WILLIAMS I CONTRIBUTIONS (2009- 
NOW): $4.2 MILLION; AVERAGE DONATION: $37,271 ; 
CONTRIBUTIONS OF $1 0,000 OR MORE: 22 

State Sen. Anthony Williams suddenly becomes as 
mum as a socially anxious mouse when asked if he 
supports contribution limits: “No, I’m not for that." No 
wonder: Of the $4.2 million he’s raised, at least $1,5 
million came from PACs funded by a trio of managing 
directors at a single Bala Cynwyd investment firm. A 
few other big donors include Paul T. Jones, the billion- 
aire CEO of hedge fund Tudor Investment Corp., who 
gave Williams $10,000, and the pro-casino Local 98 
IBEW Committee on Political Education, which gave 
Williams’ Senate campaign $105,000. Lest you think 
his Senate and gubernatorial campaigns are separate, 
Williams transferred $100,000 of his $184,855 in 
Senate contributions into his gubernatorial coffer.

CONTRIBUTIONS OF $10,000 OR MORE: 105 

There’s no doubt about it: Allegheny County Executive 
Onorato is far ahead of his Democratic competitors in 
fundraising — suggesting that the powers that be have 
picked their champion. He’s received more individual 
donations over $10,000 than all candidates but Corbett. 
Though Onorato’s stance on gas drilling doesn't differ 
much from his competitors, he is the only Democrat to 
receive substantial donations from that industry. 

■ JACK WAGNER I CONTRIBUTIONS (2009-NOW): 
$737,841 ; AVERAGE DONATION: $1,070; CONTRIBU- 
TIONS $1 0,000 OR MORE OR MORE: 1 6 

Auditor General Jack Wagner isn’t far from Hoeffel in 
fundraising, but he has nearly twice as many $10,000- 
plus donations as Hoeffel, and half as many mid-size 
ones. The former Pittsburgh councilman clearly has 
a base of support at home, and several top donors — 
beer baron Frank Fuhrer, e.g. — are from Pittsburgh. 
Oddly, some of Wagner’s top benefactors — like cigar 
manufacturer John Middleton — have donated more, 
lots more, to Corbett’s campaign.

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RUN, LADIES, RUN 

Toward a more chromosomally 
diverse Harrisburg. 



K athy Manderino has little reason to believe 

that, in the next 17 years, the number of women 
elected to office in Pennsylvania will be much 
higher than it is currently. This outlook may seem 
dour — even anachronistic — in the age of Hillary 
Clinton and Sarah Palin. Bui Manderino, a Democratic 
state representative whose district includes parts of 
Philadelphia and Montgomery counties, is simply refer- 
encing a well-established norm throughout the state. 

Today, 27 of the 203 state [representatives] are women," 
she explains. That means 13 percent of Pennsylvania’s 
state reps are female; only six states in the country have a 
lower proportion of women in their state legislatures 
than this. What’s worse, says Manderino, is when she was 
first elected 17 years ago, the numbers weren’t too dis- 
similiar: Twenty-one women were in the state House. 

With the help of the Philadelphia chapter of the 
National Organization ofWomen (NOW), an organiza- 
tion called She Should Run is hoping to make our state 
and city government more chromosomally diverse. 
But is that goal viable, especially when programs 
similar to She Should Run — like the Political Parity 
Project and Progressive Majority — have already tried 
to make this happen, to practically no avail? 

At the very least, it'll be an uphill battle. In Penn- 
sylvania, a woman has never been elected governor; 
only two of the state's 21 members of Congress are 
female; and not a single woman in the stato legisla- 
ture holds a leadership position. All of this makes 



Pennsylvania the one of the most male-dominated 
states in tire country, according to Sire Should Run 
founder Siobhan "Sam” Bennett . Philadelphia, 
meanwhile, has never elected a woman as mayor, in 
contrast to Baltimore, Atlanta, Tampa and 203 other 
major cities with female mayors in 2009. 

There are lots of theories about why this may be, 
ranging from the argument that men cling tightly 
to their seats in legislatures as well-paid as Penn- 
sylvania’s, to the simple idea that this is a very tradi- 
tional state. She Should Run confronts the problem 
from a grassroots-empowermont angle: In her book It 
Takes a Candidate: Why Women Don't Run for Office 
(Cambridge University Press, 2005), author Jennifer 
Lawless posits that women lack equal political rep- 
resentation simply because party committees, col- 
leagues and friends don’t ask them to nm for office as 
often as men. Additionally, a woman won’t seek office 
until she’s been propositioned an average of six times. 

Bennett launched the organization in response to 
these clear-cut findings, giving it a similarly straightfor- 
ward modus operand!: Ask many women to run, many 
times. "If you go out on the street and ask a guy to run for 
an open school board seat, research shows he’ll probably 
say, 'Yeah, why not?’ even ifhe’s completely unqualified,” 
says Bennett. "Ask an overqualified woman the same 
thing, and she'll say, ‘No, I don’t have the experience" 

Philadelphia NOW voted to adopt the She Should Run 
method in early May, making it the first organization in 
Philadelphia to do so. Being this late to the game, how- 
ever, means She Should Run can’t affect the local results 
of either the May 18 primary or November’s general elec- 
tion. But next time, it might.

It's time for Arlen Specter to go. 

■ WE SYMPATHIZE WITH Arlen Specter. After 30 
years of faithful service — of backing President 
Bush’s Iraq war, of campaigning for Sarah Palin, 
of supporting Steve Forbes’ flat tax, of going to the 
mat for Clarence Thomas — his increasingly right- 
wing Republican Party didn't want him anymore. 
Especially given that it was Specter's support for 
the stimulus bill that sealed his fate within the 
GOP. Since his conversion a year ago, Specter has 
been a good soldier for his new Democratic Party: 
defending his stimulus vote, advocating vigorously 
for the health care bill, pushing for gay rights. He’s 
courted the party’s progressive base well. 

But it’s not enough to earn our endorsement. Put 
simply, Specter's willingness to change his stripes 
so brazenly for tho sake of his own political survival 
does not inspire a lot of faith in what he’d do after the 
primary. And Specter has proven himself all too will- 
ing to roll in the mud with his attacks on opponent 
Joe Sestak’s Navy record. (Indeed, if the worst that 
Specter can come up with is that Seslak rode his sub- 
ordinates too hard, we can live with that.) 

We’re not entirely smitten with Sestak. The 
retired Navy admiral certainly has the creden- 

master’s and doctorate degrees from Harvard — to 
do the job, but we’ve been less than enthused with 
his campaign, which has, until the last few weeks, 
seemed a bit listless. His melodramatic intonation 
and speechifying is annoying, but in the grand 
scheme of things, a forgivable offense. 

Sestak is the better Democrat. For the last 
four years, he’s been a solid progressive voice in 
Congress, and his military and intelligence experi- 
ence would serve the Senate well. He deserves your 
support on Tuesday.

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THE REP SCHLEP 

Your primer on state House 
races to watch. 



L ook, we don’t blame you for unplugging the alarm 
when it comes to the races for the state House 
of Representatives and Senate: the bodies that, 
along with the governor, make up what everyone of 
every political persuasion spits out contemptuously as 
they say it Harrisburg. “The shark tank," as one leg- 
islator describes it, is a place of cutthroat partisan poli- 
tics and behind-the-scenes legislative trickery, where 
money, power, clout and favors are often the preferred 
currency of trade, where Mr. Smith gets locked in the 
men's room before the vote. 

But shark tank though it may be, what happens 
there matters. Lucky for you, Committee of Seventy, 
Philadelphia's nonprofit political watchdog, is on the job. 
Their website (scventy.org) features guides telling you 
what district you’re in, who’s running to represent it, and 
a page describing some of the more interesting races in 
the Philadelphia area. Here, in brie£ is some of the juicy 
stuff from local state House races. (Thanks to Seventy’s 
Leah Pillsbury for taking us through it.) 

■ DISTRICT 172 (NORTHEAST PHILLY): This gerryman- 
dered district has been represented by Rep. John Perzcl 
— who has been charged with theft for running a cam- 
paign machine with public money — for three decades. 
Three Democrats and a Republican see opportunity in di- 
saster, including Republican Joseph Gaynor and, among 
the Dems, two former City Council aides, Tim Kearny 
and Kevin Boyle, and a schoolteacher, Dan Collins. 



■ DISTRICT 1 80 (EAST NORTH PHILLY, KENSINGTON): 

Latino representation in the state House currently 
consists of a single person in a single seat: five-term 
Rep. Angel Cruz, who now faces a primary challenge 
from Jonathan Ramos, also Latino. Ramos is a former 
Marine and police community relations officer, and 
managed to get 45 percent of the vote the last time he 
challenged Cruz, so this should be a good one. 

■ DISTRICT 1 82 (BELLA VISTA, GAYBORHOOD): This 
race might not make the must-watch list — incumbent 
Babette Josephs has been there for 25 years — except 
that Josephs has accused opponent Gregg Kravitz of 
pretending to be bisexual. 

■ DISTRICT 190: (BELMONT PLATEAU, MANTUA): 

Tins is a Philly story. Freshman incumbent Vanessa 
Lowery Brown has two challengers from old-time Philly 
political families: Sharif Street, son of former Mayor 
John Street, and Audrey Blackwell Watson, stepdaugh- 
ter of Councilwoman Jannie Blackwell. Here’s the rub: 
Blackwell is supporting Sharif. Don't ask. 

■ DISTRICT 19S (FAIRMOUNT, SPRING GARDEN, 
NORTH PHILLY): This second open seat has belonged 
for many, many years — 37, to be exact — to octoge- 
narian Frank Oliver, who announced his retirement 
suddenly in February, Contenders rushed in, but 
sloppily, and Oliver staffer-turned-candidate Michelle 
Brownlee was able to knock all but one opponent off 
the ballot: Anthony Ingargiola, a former staffer to 
Rendell and Councilman Rick Mariano, and a former 
analyst for the Pennsylvania Intergovernmental 
Cooperation Authority,

A shining star for the U.S. House. 



■ OF ALL THE candidates we interviewed during this 
process, none impressed us quite as much as Manan 
Trivedi, a candidate for Congress from the 6th 
District, which stretches from the Main Line to City 
Line and out into Berks County. (There were no con- 
tested primaries in the 1st and 2nd districts, which 
lie in Philadelphia proper.) If he wanted to run for 
Senate or governor, we'd be 100 percent behind him 
As it is, Democrats in the 6th are fortunate to have 
a chance to vote for him. 

Trivedi , who served as the head doctor of a military 
battalion in Iraq and who is now a primary -care 
physician, has a master's degree in public policy 
from UCLA and worked as a health care adviser on 
President Obama's presidential campaign. He speaks 
fluently and thoughtfully on issues related to both 
foreign policy and health care — when prompted, he 
gave a thorough and unscripted dissertation on post- 
traumatic stress disorder policy — who believes in 
soft power and argues that there is plenty of room in 
the Defense Department budget to cut. He supports 
the health care law that passed this year, but insists it 
needs a public option to bring down costs. He is simi- 
larly smart on jobs and energy policies. 

His opponent, Doug Pike — a former Inquirer 
editorial board member, staffer for the late Sen. 
Paul Tsongas and hospital board chairman — 
boasts highly respectable credentials, as well. And 
he and Trivedi agree more than they disagree on 
policy issues. Yet Pike strikes us as more of a boiler- 
plate Democrat — one who would blend into the 
Democratic caucus, rather than stand out — than 
does the inspirational Trivedi, who, not for noth- 
ing, would become the only American of Indian 
descent in Congress, and just the fourth ever, if he 
wins in November. 

We strongly endorse Trivedi in this race.

THE ALSO-RANS 

Meet some of the candidates who 
(probably) won't win. 



T he thing about running for office is, almost 

anyone can do it. Of course, not everyone does it 
well, but getting your name on a ballot is not ter- 
ribly difficult. For statewide and congressional races in 
Pennsylvania, making the primary ballot means pay- 
ing $150 or $200, depending on the race, and gathering 
either 1,000 or 2,000 signatures from registered vot- 
ers of the party whose nomination you are seeking. 

Consequently, a lot of people do it. But not all of them 
make it to the election. For instance, in the Democratic 
U.S. Senate primary, Joe Sestak managed to get third- 
wheel Joe Vod Varkn booted from the ballot after elec- 
tion officials ruled some of his signatures illegitimate. 

Over in the GOP column. Senate candidate PatToomey 
— who at the beginning of this election cycle was the 
right-wing insurgent trying to take down Specter 
— himself faces a right-wing insurgent in anti-abortion 
activist (and three-time candidate for governor) Peg 
Luksik, who believes that government is bad because, 
“Government-centered societies are hostile to belief in 
God, since they don’t want to acknowledge an authority 
higher than the state," according to her website 
But unlike the Toomey-Specter GOP primary of 2004, 
there’s not all that much distance between her and 
Toomey: He’s anti-gay, -tax and -abortion (he supports 
exemptions for rape, incest or the life of the mother, she 
does not), and pro-guns, -God and -vouchers, just like 
her. She can’t out-Tea Party him, so she’s going nowhere. 
But the for-rcal cadre of wing nuts and eccentrics lies 



in the nine-person race for GOP lieutenant governor, 
a job with no real raison d'etre other than standing by 
in case the governor drops dead. Bucks County Com- 
mission Jim Cawley has the state party 1 s backing, 
which probably means he’ll win, but who knows. State 
Rep. Daryl Metcalfe made a stab at the racist vote last 
week with his proposal for an anti-immigration law to 
rival Arizona's. Luzerne County Commissioner Stephen 
A. Urban, whose website does not list any scheduled 
events, is the only other elected official of the nine. 

Among the others: Tea Party activist Bill McCrue 
wants to crack down on nursing homes after what he 
describes as “poor treatment” led to his mother's death. 
John Kennedy (nice name), a Pennsylvania state rep- 
resentative in the 1980s, wants to make the legislature 
part-time and lowor corporate and payroll taxes. Chet 
Beiler, owner of Amish Country Gazebos in Lancaster, 
touts familiar anti-spending, pro-God bromides. Jean 
Craige Pepper thinks you should vote for her, in part 
anyway, because she has a vagina. 

Then there are our two favorites — the guys with 
their own music videos. Steve Johnson, who owns a 
building inspection company in central Pennsylvania, 
has a country song on his website (stevejohnson2010. 
com) that, across a backdrop of old white people and 
flags, declares him the “Voice of the People.” But he is 
far outdone by candidate Russ Diamond, who wrote, 
played guitar and sang on “We Are Free” (russdiamond. 
org): “Poor old widow Jackson, she’s been living on a fix/ 
Raised up all her children while her husband worked 
the bricks/ She had to choose between the bills and a 
decent meal to cat/ Until the tax man came and took 
her house and kicked her to the street.”

■ DON’T LET THIS primary business fool you: Even if 
you’re not registered with a party, you can still vote on 
the four ballot questions. And this time around, we’ve 
got a real doozy. (Check Committee of Seventy's website 
for explanations of each.) Here’s what’s on the docket: 

■ QUESTION 1 : Should City Council be given pow- 
ers to ensure companies who do business with the 
city have plans to use a diverse work force, and to 
reprimand those who do not follow through? 

Two things to consider: Ensuring that minorities 
have equal opportunities is an all-around good; 
Council already has measures (legislation, budget 
approval) to reach this end. Flip a coin. 



■ QUESTION 2: Should the six-member Zoning 
Board of Adjustment be downsized to five? 

This would designate the current sixth member 
(L&I commish) as an alternate who can sit in for an 
absent member, making a quorum more likely and 
postponed decisions less likely. No harm in that. 



■ QUESTION 3: The biggun. Should the Board of 
Revision of Taxes be abolished, and its powers be 
assigned to two new entities? 

If you haven’t already, hit up go.philly.com/brt and 
read Mark Fazlollah and Joseph Tanfani’s stunning 
investigation of the BRT — an object lesson in the ills 
of rampant political patronage. The BRT is charged 
with assessing all the city’s land properties. Those 
values determine property taxes. Property taxes 
fund the school district. It’s a huge municipal duty. 

As the Inquirer series revealed, the BRT was doing 
a big thing badly. The agency had become a bordello 
of political favoritism, with backroom deals cut, reg- 
ulations ravaged and the public trust horrendously 
flogged. Yes, yes, vote to abolish the BRT. Then have 
it scattered to the four comers of the map. 



■ QUESTION 4: Should the city borrow $65.5 mil- 
lion for capital improvements for transit, parks, 
community development and the suchlike? 

Capital improvements mean jobs, and hey, what’s 
another $65 million when you’re already a luckload 
in debt?

IN THE HOOD 

Ridley Scott’s Robin Hood is like none we've 
ever seen. And that's not necessarily a good 
thing. By Shaun Brady

T he 21st-century epic is a rather dingy thing. Th e pendulum 
longago swung from the bloodless spectacles to a dogmatic 
celebration ofrealism" — which translates to the most man- 
gled body parts that CGI can buy, suffered during battles waged in 

It's debatable whether legendary tales should be held to the same 
standards of historically accurate squalor as stories culled from real 
life, but Ridley Scott makes bis case with a nearly unrecognizable 
Robin Hood. The move from Technicolor green tights to soiled earth 
tones accompanies the most dour Robin to ever draw a bow whose 
men are merry only when indulging in sweaty, drunken debauches 
at the nearest tavern. Gone are the rakish grin ofan Errol Flynn 
or the mischievous acrobatics of a Douglas Fairbanks (and, yes, the 
mulletof a Kevin Costner, but that goes without saying). 

Russell Crowe possesses just the right rough-hewn charm to earn 
a place among that Hollywood rogues' gallery, but here his fea- 
tures are almost perpetually frozen in a hangdog scowl. He seems 
to spark to life a bit whenever fixed by the piercing stare of Cate 



Blanchett's steely Maid Marion, but even their romance is bloated 
by a few too many trots through the bucolic English countryside. 

Scott is a filmmaker with an eye for grand scales, so the guerrilla 
tactics which made Robin's name would never appeal as much as 
the battles that preceded his outlaw days. The retooling h as made 
it much easier to shoehorn the story into the boilerplate “setpiece 
sandwich" now standard for blockbusters — huge action scenes 
at beginning and end, with plenty of sword-fight skirmishes and 
arrows thacking into flesh to fill the interim between evil plotting 
and palace intrigues. This Robin Hood kicks off with a castle siege 
and culminates in a French invasion that seems to transplant 
Saving Private Ryan’s storming ofN ormandy into medieval garb. 

Instead of the usual tales of derring-do, he offers an origin story 
complete with troubled past and 
unrealized glory — with “Rise and 

9 ? Kans”the 12th-century equivalent 
Of realism. to “With great power comes great 
responsibility." The hero doesn't 
steal from the rich to give to the poor until halfway through and the 
band only takes up residency in Sherwood Forest as the credits roll . 

Instead, Robin becomes a sort of freedom fighter, whether critiqu- 
ing Richard the Lionheart’s slaughter of Muslims in the Crusades 
or taking up his long-lost father’s CharterofRights to oppose King 
John's taxation. (Which would seem to place him on diametrically 
opposed sides of today’s political spectrum, by accident ordesign.) 
He comes off more Brave heart than Prince ofThieves, but there 
appears to be a franchise being established that could remedy that,

t B- ] NICOLE HOLOFCENER'S FOURTH feature opens with a pointed salvo aimed at 
critics who balk at the femme-centric nature of her wry dramas. Holofcener fills the 
screen with breasts flopping onto a mammogram machine, as if to say, “Now that that’s 
out of Hie way. ... "Apart from its protagonists' anatomical commonality, there's little 
in the way of chick flick about Please Give, which treats its characters and its audience 
like adults with complex needs, not Ephron-bots waiting for the next Motown song 
or food montage. At the movie's center, as always, is Catherine Keener, here a well-off 
Manhattan woman who co-owns a vintage furniture store with husband Oliver Platt. 
While he doesn't see the quandary in scanning obits for potential customers and pay- 
ing junk prices for pieces repackaged as collectibles. 

Keener is crippled by guilt She presses $20 bills into 
the hands of street people and surfs the web for photos 
of children with deft palates. The happier she ought to 
be, the worse she feels. Pretty much all of Please Give' s 
characters are miserable for one reason or another 
Keener’s daughter ( Sarah Steele ) is a teenager with skin-care issues; her neighbor, 
mammogram tech Rebecca ( Rebecca Hall), is stuck caring for her bitter, caustic grand- 
ma (Ann Guilbert). Hall’s sister, Mary (Amanda Peet), is the least apparently troubled, 
and least believable, a mean-spirited masseuse whose social tone-deafness makes 
her a caricature in a movie without the style to support one. At best, Ho lo teener's 
technique is nondescript. At worst — a bathroom scene whose edges are distorted 
by a carelessly chosen lens — it’s unsightly. The drawback is more than aesthetic. It 
deprives the movie of a layer of distance that might make its characters’ bourgeois 
concerns easier to abide. Are we supposed to take Keener’s privileged moping at face 
value? The movie allows no other way. There’s nothing wrong with asking audiences 
to make up their own minds, bat Please Give doesn't even ask. — Sam Adams

Superb pianist 
Jeremy Denk joined the ensemble, a well-rehearaed 
pickup group of New York City music students, in 
the neoclassical Concerto for Piano and Winds by 
Igor Stravinsky. Denk dispatched the piece with 
tremendous panache. 

Stravinsky's spirit imbued the entire program.

| Jacqueline Cotter's vision has never been

2 those of other well-known contemporaries. “I’m mad. I'm not sorry 
| for myself I mean. Vm 89 years old, so you have to have some (loss). 
“ but why does it have to be my eyes?” 

Speaking from his eponymous Old City gallery, Richard 
Rosen fe Id says Cotter’s latest series, “New Work” — all created 
after her sight began to deteriorate — is her finest, full of the 
artist’s most distinct paintings to date. “Her shapes used to be more 
important Now the edges are blurred,"he explains. “She’s relying 
more on the actual color and the way the paint goes on the canvas. 

It gives them a unity and a feeling of suffuse light that is even 
greater than before.” 

When toldof Rosenfeld’s analysis, Cotter is reluctant to dis- 
cuss die matter further. “Hmm. That’s interesting." She pauses. 
“Simplification, "she finally offers, and that’s all that needs to be said. 

Cotter's career began in 1970 after she finished raising four chil- 
dren. She says she could never pursue art as a hobby; die knew it 
would take over, and she feared her family would suffer. “It would 
have been impossible," she says of ller parenting decades. “I know 




people can do it now, but things are better fin* women now.” 

Above her refrigerator rests a representational landscape of a Penn- 
sylvania country cottage, painted sometime in the '70s. You have to 
stretch on tiptoe to see it, as if Cotter were trying to conceal it from 
view. Itfs simply unthinkable to imagine that this piece was created 
by the same person whose abstractions adorn the adjacent studio. 

“When I went back to painting I just picked up where I leftoff: 
figure painting, landscape painting,” she says. “Gradually, I started 
sliding into abstraction. It doesn't happen overnight. You have to 
earn it. It's seeing a whole new way.” 

By the early ’80s, she could taste the beginnings of that new 
vision — a simpler, more direct form of expression. 

The missing link — Franklin Tbwn , a landscape from 1982 — hangs 
in her bedroom. The particular arc and crest ofthe skyline viscerally 
connects with lifelong Philadelphians, but one senses the artist is 
more concerned with color and composition than in subject matter. 



About a decade later. Cotter brought her 
work to Rosenfeld, after years of shows at 
the more conservative Halm Gallery. “It 
was an instant decision," says Rosenfeld. 

“A no-brainer, as they say. . . . She’s always 
tiying to get deeper into her own aesthetic. 
She's come up with something very per- 
sonal, very deeply felt, and not all artists 
get to that point." 

In “New Works,” Cotter continues to use 
her favorite mediums: acrylic, canvas and 
Mylar. Gone are the hard boundaries to the 
colors and shapes. Gone, too, are the hand- 
written letters found in previous works. 
She’s seeing awhole new way. Simpler. 
And, at this point, it's at least in part out of 
necessity. Cotter sees less but, as it turns 
out, she also sees more. 

“What else would I do?” she says, when 
asked why she continues to paint many 
hours each day. But then shethinksfora 
moment and corrects herself. “No. It isn't 
even that It’s just . . . you never get there. 
It’s the carrot on the stick."

Those who know Woody Allen only through his 
films miss his prose’s special spark. Allen's short 
stories and essays echo his early movies' giddy 
absurdity and his well-crafted, subtle, incisive 
later work, but with a verbal nimbleness too arti- 
ficial for film. 

In 1812 Productions' An Evening Without 
Woody Allen, that heightened prose plays on 
stage through a superb cast: Charlotte Ford, 

Dan Hodge and Thomas E. Shotkin. Director 
Jen Childs' collection starts with actors at music 
stands, and we're right to fear that we’re in for 
books-on-tape onstage. As our ears adjust to “The 
Whore of Mensa" — a rat-a-tat noir spoof in which 
a detective delves into the seamy underworld 
of men buying the company of brainy women 
— these talented performers shed those trap- 
pings and, with no costume changes and only a 
few props, bring the stories to life. 

Childs lavishes the most effort on “The 
Kugclmass Episode," in which a haploss profes- 
sor (Shotkin) enlists a magician to send him into 
the novel Madame Bovary for a tryst with the 
title character. “A Look at Organised Crime” wins 
for silliness, as Ford drolly describes fictional 



Mafia history, another essay, “A 
Brief But Helpful Guide to Civil 
Disobedience," likewise makes 
a serious topic delightfully 
comic. Some material, ranging 
from 1970 to 2007, feels dated 

— listen for the hollow “plop” of 
the Mary McCarthy punch line 

— but the show allows no pause 

Allen’s short works are better 
enjoyed on the page — sculpted 
like gourmet chocolates, they’re 
best mulled lazily, one at a time 

— and Childs wisely limits this 
not-quite-play, more-than-read- 
ing to 80 minutes, with brilliant 
actors making each word spe- 
cial. Still, some brilliant lines 
were meant to be savored on 
the page, some moments meant 
to be read again and again.

While a ash of the Titans filled the screen with all manner 
of mythological heasties, one non-existent creature was left 
out — the lovable misanthrope, a fairly modem addition to 
the pantheon. Brian Cox does what he can to breathe life 
into the being, but is wasted in a mechanical redemption 
tale which proceeds more out ofobligation than inspiration, 
set in u depopulated, nocturnal Manhattan that suggests 
director Dagur Kdri’s native Iceland far more than anything 
recognizing New York. Cox plays a crotchety bar owner 
who caters only to a small band of eccentric regulars and 
sutlers a heart attack in a fit of rage at a relaxation tape 
— a fine character-establishing momeml. but unfortunately 
the sole attempt. He’s forced to share a hospital roam with 
Paul Dano. a homeless man-child who lives like an animal, 
sharing cat food from a tin with a feline companion. Dane's 
wide-eyed blankness can be effective — as in his ambigu- 
ously-motived preacher in There Will Be Blood — but here 

who'snever given a will ofhis own. That Cox is in dire need 
of a heart transplant suggests early on a treacly double-en- 
tendre in the film’s title, unfortunately fulfilled in garishly 
sentimental fashion.

C aution '.Rodgers and Hammerstein are Dead could kill. 
That’s an exaggeration. But there is peril aplenty in stag- 
ing a full-length improv musical. “The performances are 
equally as dangerous and unpredictable as a trapeze act. We’re 
never entirely sure what’s going to happen,” says director Jason 
Stockdale. “There is risk involved on a nightly basis.” 

In this live, completely on-the-spot musical, the comedians, 
along with pianist Joe Gribbin, will come up with songs based on 
an audience member' s suggestions for a fantastical locution or 
imagined title. Emulating the creators of beloved musicals such 
as Oklahoma! .South Pacific and The Sound of Music, the perfor- 
mances will revolve around a young couple as they fall in love, 
are tom apart and are then brought back together to live happily 
ever after. Every night will be an entirely different play that only 
one specific audience will ever witness. 



Since November, the idea of marrying improv and musical 
theater had kicked around in the minds of Stockdale and artis- 
tic director Alexis Simpson. When a group of committed, and 
possibly foolhardy, people came together, they began a rigorous 
rehearsal schedule to build an understanding of musical struc- 
tures as well as, most importantly, a sense of trust. 

Crewed by a group of local comedy favorites from ComedySportz 
and The N Crowd, the show brings improv comedy into a new arena 
— one with footlights and costumes — and out of the makeshift- 
venue ghetto in which improv groups normally dwelt In a bar, 
Stockdale says, “You getup in the comer in T-shirt andjeans and 
doit real quick, down and dirty.” By raising the production values, 
Philadelphia Joke Initiative (PJI), which is producing R&HAD, 
hopes to bring in a more diverse 
crowd, from improv-groupies to 
more classic theater-goers. 

Committed to “comedy advo- 
cacy,” PJI brings attention to the 
local comedy scene, helps come- 
dians get paid and is responsible for slotting routines by local 
comedians into breaks during Rodgers and Hammerstein . PJI 
produced its first full-length improv piece in January, Cecily and 
Gwendolyn 's Fantastical Balloon Ride, which sent two Victorian 
women through time in a hot-air balloon. 

The main thing PJI needs to pull off this daring feat, though , 
are audience members with imaginations to challenge the come- 
dians. Maybe a nun-in-training who falls in love with a stem 
Austrian captain with a large, musically gifted family?

Though not strictly a cookbook (Walker calls it 
a "culinary seduction guide"), dozens of simple 
recipes dot the chapters; dishes like “Tap That 
Ass-paragus Soup" and “Eggs Whorerrti ne" were 
culled from more than 400 on his blog .The reasons 
why Cook toBangcan and will work are spelled 
out(inallcaps) in thefew first pages: “1 . CHEAPER

H0USE3.Y0URE DESSERT." 

It’s not the quality of the tips but the style of 
the writing where Walker sometimes violates 
his own maxlmof "don’t try too hard."The book 
Is stuffed to bursting with every slang sex term 
imaginable; the “Sexual Proflllrrg"chapter class- 
ing women in groups like "Club Sluts," “NASCAR 
Nasties” and "Sororiteases” wavers between 
corny and borderline offensive. Although lan- 
guage-obsessed feminist types will hate It, the 
book is genuinely funny more often than not, 
and as comprehensive a guide as any clueless 
would-be Lothario could want

unlikely Ingredients 

MASTIC FANTASTIC 

Can I interest you in some hardened tree sap?

A secret ingredient recently joined my pantry. If all you knew 
about it were the basic facts concerning its historical uses, 
you would probably not want to come over for dinner. 

Over the centuries it has been a filling for dental cavities, a 
stabilizer in painting varnishes, an active ingredient in insec- 
ticides and a component of the holy anointing 
oil used by Orthodox priests. 

Its natural history is no more appetizing. 

It is a sap bled from the branches of an ever- 
green shrub, the way a close genealogical rela- 
tive is tapped to produce turpentine. Drops 
fall to the ground and harden into globules of resin that look 
like a batch of cut-rate crystal meth. 

I bought some at Bitar's, at 10th and Federal, where it’s kept 
out of view under the cash register counter. 

“Do you sell mastic?" I inquired, and after a bit of searching, a 
mound of faintly yellow, not quite translucent pebbles landed on 
the digital scale. Three dollars' worth would have made a table- 
spoon look like a soup ladle. A pound of the stuff would have 
l-un $240. Which probably explained why the store had only an 
ounce or two on hand. 

All I’d wanted was a scant quarter-teaspoon to make some 



Lebanese milk pudding. Now that I was in possession ofa (modest) 
surplus, I felt compelled to find some other things to do with it. 

Mastic has a culinary histoiy to round out its bizarre cur- 
riculum vitae. Produced almost exclusively on the Greek island 
of Chios, it pops up most frequently in eastern Mediterranean 
cuisines. It once was used as chewing gum — mastic comes from 
a Greek verb meaning “to gnash the teeth,” and is related to the 
English “masticate" — but it's a tad pricey for that now. These 
days it’s primarily used as a flavoring for desserts. 

I didn't want to stop at sweets, but they seemed a good place 
to start. First I made the milk pudding that had spurred the 
purchase to begin with, from a recipe by Lebanon native Anissa 
Helou in her book Mediterranean Street 
MORE FOOD A\D Food (William Morrow). Pulverized to 




MEALTICKET with some sugar to provide extragrit), 

the mastic imparted a woodsy aroma 
and slightly medicinal flavor that melded with an admixture of 
orange-blossom water to produce an exotic and veiy refreshing 
ramekin of chilled daily. 

It was an ideal flavor for a hot day, and the days were only get- 
ting hotter. I needed to find a way to incorporate this ingredient 
into other stages of dinner. 

In her out-of-print Caf if Morocco (McGraw-Hill), available 
from the Free Library, Helou described a strange soup marry- 
ing mastic, mint and caraway seeds in a watery broth thickened 
just barely with a few tablespoons of flour. It took about 20 
minutes to make, only two of which involved active attention. I

ground the mastic with salt this time — but alas, not 
enough to prevent it from gumming up the surface of 
my mortar. 

Served hot, as is traditional, the soup tasted like a 
flu remedy, or a punishment designed by a passive- 
aggressive mother who warned you not to go outside 
without a jacket. The mastic impregnated the soup 
steam with a chemical intensity there was no hiding 
from. It was a little like drinking a broth flavored 
with Vicks VapoRub. 

Yet a pleasant surprise lurked in that failure. The 
next day, cold from the fridge, the soup was wonder- 
ful, in an offbeat sort of way. With no steam to amplify 
its chemical aspect, the mastic slipped into the back- 
ground, functioning more like a throat-soothing bot- 
tom note that echoed the newly prominent mint. There 
was that element of refreshment again. 

Subsequent research suggested that Moroccans 
aren’t the only ones to hit on this combination. A note 
on Wikipedia claims that Bulgarians mix masticha, 
a mastic-flavored liquor, with a sweet mint liqueur to 
make a cocktail called a Cloud. In On Food and Cooking, 
Harold McGee notes that mint prominently features 
pinene and myreene, the same pair of phenols that loom 
large in mastic’s flavor profile. 

Mastic is also a component in some varieties of ouzo, 
and since ouzo is occasionally called for in Greek 

time to adulterate one of my favorite recipes from the 
late Gourmet magazine. This particular one doesn't 
feature ouzo, but no matter. I added about an eighth of 
a teaspoon of mastic to a 28-ounce can of crushed San 
Marzano tomatoes that, spiked with cinnamon and 
allspice, served as the baking sauce for a dozen large 
wild-caught shrimp. 

That guess turned out to be perfect. Mastic has 
a strong flavor, but so did the spiced tomato sauco 
and feta cheese that topped it. Again it slid into the 
background, generating an olfactory undertow that 
dragged my sense-memories eastward. Perhaps I was 
carried away by the ingredient’s hyperspecific terroir, 
but it felt like eating the same dish I’d made before, 
only on a sun-scorched slope perfumed by pine needles 
rustling in an offshore breeze. 

For a final experiment, I improvised a mastic ice 
cream in which the ingredient could receive undivided 
attention. I used a mild honey to sweeten it and let the 
resin do the rest. And did it ever. Aside from a long-ago 

an aromatic specimen. It was all mi lk and sweetness 
in the spoon, but up from the bowl came a bewitching 
scent like caramel burnt over a wood fire. 

It’s not surprising that mastic has been pressed into 
so many wildly divergent uses. (Tooth whitener, snake- 
bite remedy, surgical bandage adhesive: The list goes 
on.) On an island with limited natural resources, it 
pays to be inventive with the unique asset. 

Tlie same goes for a few pebbles' worth in your pantry.
